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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed 6/17/2005 in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/28/2005 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-15 are currently pending. Claims 1, 6, and 1 1 are independent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 10-12, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over OAS - QuickAddress Software ("QAS"), available at http://www.qas.com {circa 
December, 2000 via The Internet Archive Wayback Machine available at 
http://www.archive.com). 
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Independent Claims 1, 6, and 11 

QAS teaches: 

receiving address data (see pg. 2 - 4 th paragraph — > enables address data to be entered 
accurately and stored consistently in any database); and 

comparing the address data to data in an independent database to determine the integrity 
of the data (see pg. 4 - 2 nd paragraph; pg. 5 - 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs — * compares and verifies 
address data against the national standard address databases, amending them where incorrect or 
incomplete and adding the missing elements to ensure accuracy), but does not specifically teach 
receiving address data used with personal information management software. 

However, QAS teaches the reception of address data used with various underlying 
software applications (i.e. customer relationship management (Web, WAP phones), enterprise 
resource planning, or database applications) (see pg. 4 - 1 st paragraph) for the purpose of helping 
users organize random bits of information. 

It was commonly known to those of ordinary skill in the art that address data could be 
received from a personal information management software database for the purpose of for the 
purpose of helping users organize random bits of information. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to receive address data from an underlying software application such as a 
personal information management software database for the purpose of for the purpose of 
helping users organize random bits of information. 
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Claims 2, 7, and 12 

QAS further teaches the method, system, article with respect to discussion above, but 
does not specifically teach including comparing the address data to data in a database on a 
processor-based system that also stores said personal information management software. 

However, QAS teaches comparing the address data to data in a database on a processor- 
based system that also stores various database applications (see pg. 4 - 1 st paragraph) for the 
purpose of helping users organize random bits of information. 

It was commonly known to those of ordinary skill in the art that personal information 
management software can be stored in a processor-based system for the purpose of for the 
purpose of helping users organize random bits of information. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to store personal information management software in a processor-based 
system for the purpose of for the purpose of helping users organize random bits of information. 

Claims 5, 10, and 15 

QAS further teaches automatically determining whether data sought to be entered into 
personal information management software is consistent with data stored in an independent 
database (see pg. 4 - 2 nd paragraph; pg. 5 - 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs — > automatically compares 
and verifies address data against the national standard address databases, amending them where 
incorrect or incomplete and adding the missing elements to ensure accuracy). 
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5. Claims 3, 4, 8, 9, 13, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over OAS - QuickAddress Software ("QAS"), available at http://www.qas.com (circa 
December, 2000 via The Internet Archive Wayback Machine available at 
http://www.archive.com), in view of Adjaoute, ILS. Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/0133721. 

Claims 3, 4, 8, 9, 13, and 14 

QAS teaches the method, system, article with respect to claims 1, 6, and 1 1 as discussed 
above, but does not specifically teach including comparing the address data to data accessible 
through a network, such as the Internet. However, Adjaoute teaches use of the the iRAVES 
system (the Internet Real Time Address Verification Enterprise Service) developed by 
Intelligent Systems, Inc., of Washington, D.C. for the purpose of verifying postal addresses in 
real time via the Internet (see para [0013]). 

Since QAS and Adjaoute are both from the same field of endeavor, the purposes 
disclosed by Adjaoute would have been recognized in the pertinent art of QAS. It would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the teaching of QAS with the teachings of Adjaoute to include comparing the address 
data to data accessible through a network, such as the Internet for the express motivational 
purpose of comparing and verifying postal addresses in real time via the Internet, 
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Response to Arguments 

6. It is noted that a decision has not been rendered regarding Applicant's affidavit filed on 
4/28/2005. 

7. A new reference date has been found independent of, and not based upon, Applicant's 
affidavit (see OAS - OuickAddress Software ("QAS"), available at http://www.qas.com {circa 
December, 2000)). In view of the newly referenced priority date, Applicant's affidavit is 
rendered moot.
